Organization and Function

Typically throughout California State gov- 
ernmental agencies, a business manager as- 
sists the superintendent and chief executive 
of the agency administratively in formulat- 
ing business management policies and pro- 
cedures, and directs, organizes, plans and co- 
ordinates the functions of the agency’s gen- 
eral services with the objective of insuring 
that working relationships and results are 
consistent with the agency’s goal and pro- 
grams. For CSDR, these services are de- 
scribed below. 

Food Service Department

Food Service Supervisor 

Food preparation and serving are given a 
lot of attention here at CSDR because we are 
a residential school 'and a home away from 
home for our students. 

Total responsibility for planning, preparing 
and serving meals to our students and staff is 
handled by the food service supervisor, with 
one supervising cook, three cooks, and twen- 
ty-one woman food service assistants. We 
also employ a full-time janitor who keeps the 
17,663 square feet of floor space clean and 
sanitary. 

We feed' 10,500 nutritionally balanced meals 
per week, with plenty of milk (3,050 gallons 
consumed per month). In addition to nutri- 
tional balance, these meals must be planned 
for color, flavor, texture and availability, and 
they must be within the ration and cost limit 
approved by the state. To assist us in secur- 
ing clean, health-giving foods, the State of 
California provides us with food purchase 
standards and specifications. To assure that 
we are providing nutritional balance and 
meeting the daily vitamin and mineral re- 
quirements a nutrition consultant with the 
State Department of Public Health reviews 
our meals regularly in advance. 


For sanitation’s sake, we sterilize all dishes 
and utensils in a 180° bath before each meal 
and wash our tables in 5% chlorine solution. 
Employees’ personal sanitation is stressed 
every day. 

As this is an educational agency the em- 
ployees in CSDR food service feel they are 
contributing to the students education in 
introducing new foods to them and new ways 
of preparing well-known ones. We try to 
make the dining room a pleasant and inter- 
esting place for the student to enjoy eating 
in and to appreciate. 

Plant Operations Department 

Wilburn C. Cross 
Chief of Plant Operation 

This department has a staff of twenty-six 
employees and is responsible for the main- 
tenance, mechanical operation and protection 
of the school’s physical plant including class 
rooms, dormitories, the infirmary, food service 
building, the social hall, swimming pool (and 
gym, the vocational education department, 
the offices and the grounds, the bus and 
other vehicles used to transport students, 
the hearing aid-communication installations 
and TV’s, and the fire protection, refrigera- 
tion, electrical, heating, plumbing, sewage, 
and utilities systems that mankind produces 
for the pursuit of happiness and an education 
for children in California. 

This means that besides the chief of plant 
operations position, CSDR has full-time 
stationary engineers, electricians, painters, 
carpenter, plumber, maintenance man, bus 
driver, watchmen, groundsmen, and general 
utility laborers, all of whom perform work 
orders for repairs and for minor construc- 
tion improvements and alterations. 

In summer vacations the school’s painting 
program rolls and brushes on bright and 
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Now Hear This . . . 

I am troubled at this writing because of 
an incident which occurred recently in one of 
our dormitories. Four boys set off several 
firecrackers in one of the rooms. When ques- 
tioned, they said it was all in fun. These were 
not the usual type or size firecrackers which 
come in a package but a large type known 
as Cherry Salutes. To give you some idea of 
the destructive force involved, one of 'these 
Cherry Salutes was lit and thrown into a 
toilet bowl. The force of the explosion blew 
the bowl all to pieces. The firecracker could 
have been in the boy’s hand or it could have 
exploded in his face. 

We have, in some respects, very strict 
rules here at the school. These rules are for 
the protection of your children and one such 
rule prohibits any Child on this campus from 
having firecrackers. The reason is to protect 
your children’s eyesight. What could be more 
serious for a deaf person than losing his 
eyesight? As parents you have a responsi- 
bility to see that your children don’t buy or 
play with firecrackers. You also have the 
responsibility of explaining to your children 
why they shouldn’t play with them. In this 
manner, you will be supporting what we are 
trying to teach your child and also prevent- 
ing what could be a serious accident. Your 
cooperation in this matter with the members 
of our staff will be one step closer to present- 
ing a complete educational program to the 
boys and girls at CSDR.

cheerful new surfaces and colors to surprise 
the students returning in September. But 
all year round, the program for preventive 
maintenance seeks to develop an assurance 
against breakdowns and expensive repairs 
and hidden hazards by tests and checks, by 
inspections, by opening and closing valves, 
by oiling and greasing, by cleaning and re- 
setting, by trial runs, as well as by painting 
day after day, or by resurfacing doors, or by 
re-topping tables and dressers, and so on. 

Next summer and fall the maintenance 
department expects to have installed a series 
of added storm water catch basins and drains 
to prevent flash floods in a classroom and 
help overcome loosening floor tiles and 'also 
to install lawn irrigation sprinklers in the 
athletic fields adjacent to the gym. 

Meanwhile, students may observe in the 
school’s electric carts or scooters, a symbol 
that the maintenance men are on the job. 

Janitorial Department

The janitorial service is an essential part 
of the school team. Our area of responsi- 
bility includes over 200,000 square feet of 
floor space and approximately 75,000 square 
feet of windows. We have a staff of six jani- 
tresses and eleven janitors. 

Our purpose is to help preserve the school 
property from excessive deterioration by a 
well-managed cleaning program. This type of 
program makes it possible for the janitors to 
keep the classrooms and dormitories clean 
and neiat, promoting a climate for learning, 
and an environment for healthy living. 

If the primary function of CSDR is to 
teach, our part in that purpose is showing 
cleanliness by precept and example so the 
children will recognize their school as the 
cleanest and nicest home away from home. 
The children’s impressions of the school 
plant, as well those of public visitors are 
often influenced by the type of janitorial 
services provided.

Our New Sister School in Japan 

In October of 1964, Mr. Minami, a Japanese 
teacher from the Mie School for the Deaf of 
Thu, Japan, visited the California School for 
the Deaf at Riverside. He brought with him 
some art work, brush writing and other sam- 
ples of his students' work. He asked if the 
Riverside school would be interested in be- 
coming a sister school to his Japanese 
school and suggested that the local school 
administration write to the administration 
of his school for further details. 

Mr. James Hoxie, Assistant Superintendent, 
wrote to the school expressing interest in the 
project and asked for more detail concerning 
the sister school idea. He recently received a 
letter from Sadao ! Wabo, Principal of the Mie 
School for the Deaf, thanking him for his 
interest in a sister school program. In his 
letter Mr. Wabo said, “In this relationship 
of sister schools, we have some plans and 
visions. We all may differ in language, 
educational methods, religion, customs, 
manners, politics and living standards, but 
I feel that we will be able to have something 
in common in spite of all such differences. 
And better still, we will be able to promote 
mutual understanding and to advance in 
knowledge." 

As a beginning, Mr. Wabo would like stu- 
dents from each school to exchange postage 
stamps, photographs, art work and materials 
about each school. He suggested that teachers 
and administrators may be interested in 
discussing, by mail, methods and techniques 
of teaching the deaf. It was also suggested 
that individual students might be interested 
in pen-pals in the other school. 

The California School for the Deaf at River- 
side has had visitors from many parts of the 
would in its 12 years of existence. This is the 
first time that a sister school program has 
been suggested although many visitors have 
lectured and shown pictures and objects from 
their schools. It may be that such a program 
might be arranged with schools of many other 
countries. For a number of years the Junior 
National Association of the Deaf chapter on 
the Riverside campus has been sending CARE 
packages to a school for the deaf in Pakistan 
which have been used to supply milk for 
those children’s lunches. 

Some students of the local school will be 
going to Washington, D.C. in June to compete 
in the Deaf Olympics. This will be another 


occasion to meet with deaf people from all 
over the world. In each of these cases the 
deaf students of the Riverside school can help 
to promote mutual understanding, can in- 
crease in knowledge and can work for better 
international relations. 

"Arsenic and Old Lace” 
to Have Two Showings 

As mentioned in the February Palms the 
Riverside Chapter of the California Associa- 
tion of the Deaf is presenting Joseph Kessel- 
ring’s play “Arsenic and Old Lace" in sign- 
language. The purpose is to help raise funds 
to send qualified Riverside deaf athletes to 
the International Games for the Deaf, to be 
held in Washington, D.C., June 27 to July 3. 

Advance sale of tickets for the Saturday, 
April 10 performance of “Arsenic and Old 
Lace” indicate a possible sell-out. According- 
ly, it was decided to have the first presenta- 
tion on Friday evening April 9, to accommo- 
date those who cannot come on Saturday, 
and to take care of those who might be too 
late to get tickets for Saturday. 

Particular attention will be extended to 
the hearing public for the Friday evening 
performance and are therefore urged to buy 
tickets for Friday. Readers will interpret at 
both performances. 

Admission will be $2 for adults and $1 for 
children under 12. Curtain will rise shortly 
after 7:30 p.m. Directions to University 
Heights Junior High School at Eighth Street 
and Kansas Avenue, Riverside, are printed 
on the back of each ticket. Adequate off- 
street parking is available on the school 
property. Before and after the performances, 
be sure to patronize the neighboring “eater- 
ies" which have generously contributed to 
the IGD Fund.

Robert Lennan is Member 
of Leadership Course 

Robert Lennan, who has taught in the P. E. 
Department, Junior High School and Elmen- 
tary School, is a member of the current Lead- 
ership Training Program in the Area of the 
Deaf. This program is conducted at San Fer- 
nando Valley College in Northnidge, Cali- 
fornia. 

Mr. Norman Tully, a former teacher at 
CSDR, is also a member of the program. 
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The purpose of this department is to ac- 
count and to report the budgetary and finan- 
cial responsibilities of the school. 

We are a state owned and supported ag- 
ency and operate under a line item budget 
and a state -wide accounting system. Our 
regulations and procedures come from the 
California Government Code, the State Board 
of Control rules and the .State Administrative 
Manual, familiarly referred to as SAM. Our 
accounts must reconcile at all times with the 
State Controller’s central control accounts. 

CSDR operates a small “bank” for our 
students; we maintain ia trust account for 
each student, where we keep in trust all 
money deposited with us by parents and 
guardians for the use of their children en- 
rolled here. These funds are used by and for 
the students for clothing expenditures, bus 
tickets, shoe repairs, hair cuts, repairs to 
hearing aids, glasses, medical prescriptions, al- 
lowances, recreation, and other personal ex- 
penses. 

Another aspect of trust fund accounting 
at CSDR are the Student Assistance Fund 
and the Students Minor Donation Fund, each 
of which may receive donations from friends 
of this school. 

Teachers often bring students to the ad- 
ministration building to observe at first hand 
the accounting and other business functions 
of the school. 

Personnel Department

The personnel administration at CSDR 
is governed by rules and procedures establish- 
ed by the State Personnel Board, a five- 
member board appointed by the governor. 
It is the responsibility of the CSDR person- 
nel department to implement these rules and 
procedures in the interviewing, civil service 
testing; appointing, and terminating of em- 
ployees. 

Most records relating to the 240 employees 
are prepared and maintained in this depart- 
ment. These records include data on em- 
ployees’ education and previous working ex- 
perience, accumulation and use of leave cred- 
its, salary matters, performance reports, 
hospitalization benefits, industrial accidents 
and retirement. Documents are initiated by 
this department to substantiate the monthly 
payrolls and to establish the annual salaries 


and wages budget for all CSDR employees. 

Work iri' the CSDR personnel department 
is plentiful and interesting, but one of the 
nicest things about it is the opportunity it 
provides to meet and 1 really get to know all 
of the employees. It is also a pleasure to 
meet students who may visit us to observe 
the environment and functions of a person- 
nel office. 

Storekeeping Department

Storekeeper 

The storekeeper’s function comprises the 
receipt, inspection, storage and issue of vari- 
ous supplies used by the school. 

Supplies are shipped to us from commer- 
cial vendors, state stores, warehouses or local 
merchants. Methods of shipment are by truck, 
United Parcel Service, parcel post, salemen 
or by CSDR local pick-up. 

A few of the various items received are 
books, papers, schoolroom supplies, metal- 
working tools, electrical supplies, paints, etc. 
Fresh produce is received bi-weekly while 
fresh and processed meats are received week- 
ly. Subsistence items are purchased quarterly. 
Perishable foods are kept in large refrigera- 
tors. 

Incoming items are checked against state 
purchase orders, sub-purchase orders or state 
store requisitions. Receiving reports are then 
made so the accounting office may process 
payment of vendors' invoices. Students may 
observe that these functions are fundamental 
and typical in all kinds of business, and many 
of the procedures noted are observed in one’s 
family home when purchases and services are 
ordered or bought, are delivered or received, 
are checked for quality and completeness be- 
fore payment, and are placed on the pantry 
shelves for subsequent use. 

Grounds Department

The 74.3 acres of ground at CSDR, 13 acres 
for future development and 61.3 acres land- 
scaped, are attended by a staff of eight includ- 
ing seven groundsmen who are well qualified 
as can be seen by the appearance of the 
campus. 

Two of the men, who do all the mowing 
with two Toro 76 power mowers, work a 
specified area together. Four men have regu- 
larly assigned areas for which each one is 
responsible. One man has the care of all the

All trees are pruned 
during the months of January and February. 

In addition to their regular assignments, 
all of the men work as a group in doing such 
jobs as installing curbs, sidewalks, sprinkler 
lines transplanting of trees and shrubs, and 
making improvements in an area. 

Teachers and the students also participate 
in maintaining the park-like appearance of 
CSDR’s landscape by emphasizing the bene- 
ficial results that accrue from helping to keep 
the walks and patio areas swept and free 
from papers and refuse. The grounds depart- 
ment wishes to express its appreciation for 
this cooperation by the school residents. We 
have seen the school tradition developing for 
the students to take pride in their home away 
from home.

During the second year the students are 
given a more advanced outline to follow and 
continue to use this throughout the remain- 
der of the time in Junior High.
